During the quarter ending September 30, 1924, 
there were shipped from the Isle Pines 
the United States 138,521 crates grapefruit 
gross weight 5,679 tons. All these crates 
were shipped through the port Havana New 
York, but 2,727 crates were destined for England, 
via New York. During the same quarter ending 
September, 1923, approximately 104,000 crates 
grapefruit were shipped the United States, 
about 1,000 crates which went direct steam- 
from the Isle Pines New Orleans and the 
remainder were exported usual through Ha- 
vana.

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POPULARITY NEW 
ORANGE GROWING RAPIDLY 


While well known fact that 
Florida has always 
with too many varieties oranges 
preventing proper standardization, 
equally well known that there has 
never been very orange 
for shipment October and Novem- 
ber. There have been varieties that 
would sweeten early but did not 
color well. 

Several years ago there were dis- 
covered Polk County grove few 
budded trees distinctly new var- 
orange, the first noticeable 
difference being that was highly 
colored long before any others, and 
next the quality was found un- 
usually fine and each fruit was mark- 
with distinct ring around the 
blossom end. 

The Lake Garfield Nurseries Co. 
Bartow secured these trees and watch- 
their performance for period 
years, having the fruit thoroughly 
tested out Washington and New 
York. These tests were very promis- 
ing every case and was through 
the suggestion gentleman 
Washington that the name “Golden 
Ring” was adopted. The company 
handling this investigation was look- 
ing first for good early orange for 
its Own groves and second one that 
might propagate its nurseries 
for the benefit the growers 
Florida. 

Many growers familiar with this 
new variety claim that bids fair 
mean more the state than the 
Valencia orange has, all experienc- 
fruit men are familiar with the 
advantages very early orange 
over the late and mid-summer va- 
rieties. now being planted quite 
extensively all over middle and south 
Florida.

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Grape Growing Florida 
Gaining Scope 


Easy money been made 
grapes Florida many persons, 
although knowledge concerning types 
and varieties limited. Little study 
has ever been made its particular 
adaptations and requirements this 
state, but spite that fact grape 
plantings are increasing rapidly. 

Considerable attention been 
given specialists the Florida 
College Agriculture and much use- 
ful information has been gathered. 
Speaking recently about grape cul- 
ture the State, Prof. Lord 
said: 

“The first thing essential know 
order understand present devel- 
opments the fact that grape grow- 
ing here concerned with two species 
primarily, Muscadine and Summer 
grapes. Both groups are native 
Florida, and consequently need little 
modification for our conditions, 

“The Muscadine may grown 
the State without any special pre- 
cautions, its vigor and disease re- 
sistance make satisfactory with- 
out too much personal attention 
the grower. Its commonest variety, 
the Scuppernong, generally planted 
Florida arbor vine, and when 
properly grown well suited this 
purpose. home northern and 
central counties should without 
arbor this type grape. Other 
varieties this type that should 
more generally distributed are Mem- 
ory, Mish Eden, Flowers and Thomas. 

“While the Muscadine very ac- 
ceptable when matures, still sat- 
isfies the requirements late summer 
only. has also the serious defect 
being rather unsatisfactory mar- 
ket distance, except the form 
bottled grape juice. The fact that 
many palates are more accustomed 
another type grape has stimu- 
lated the development type 
bunch grape that may grown more 
less successfully warm climates. 
Varieties that have been produced 
crossing the Summer with various 
other species cultivated grapes are 
being planted extensively for local 
market and for shipping. 

bunch grape culture was 
first tried the State, varieties 
which had been satisfactory Cali- 
fornia and the North were extensive- 
planted. But these were unable 
resist attacks fungi and insects, 
grape growing was considered 


failure. The production varieties 
having quite percentage blood 
the Summer grape (Munson hy- 
brids) has made possible grow 
grapes throughout most the pen- 
insula with varying success.

Good oranges sell readily Eng- 
land and jobbers are willing pay 
fair prices for them and handle them 
any time, but market for grape- 
fruit will have developed grad- 
ually and considerable missionary 
work must done, according Ed- 
win Smith, fruit marketing specialist 
the United States Department 
Agriculture, writing from Liverpool 
under date December 

Mr. Smith says that prevailing 
prices are sufficient justify the 
exporting American oranges Eng- 
land, trade channels are well es- 
tablished that shippers 
could start moving moderate volume 
any time and expect find mar- 
ket for their fruit. Valencia and Jaffa 
oranges are now arriving consider- 
able quantity and bringing from $2.75 
$3.50 per package auction. The 
Jaffa case practically the same 
the California box weight, but 
brings about the same money the 
heavier Spanish half-case this time 
the year. 


There appears potential mar- 
ket for good grapefruit, but education- 
measures are necessary and the 
demand will have developed 
gradually, Mr. Smith says. All dis- 
tributing factors England agree that 
the demand for grapefruit has been 
increasing slightly.

Experience and observation the 
last three years have taught the grow- 
ers Bay county some interesting 
lessons which beginners will well 
observe, some which are 
follows: 


1922 several groves were planted 
this county, and then, now, the 
paramount consideration the grow- 
ers was have their trees dor- 
mant condition winter. Different 
methods cultivating and fertiliz- 
ing, different ‘soil types, etc., resulted 
trees different groves and trees 
different parts some groves be- 
ing various conditions for winter, 
the foliage some trees being very 
yellow the middle November 
and the majority these trees being 
groves which cultivation and 
fertilization was discontinued 
July. The following winter was very 
mild, the lowest temperature St. 
Andrews being degrees Febru- 
ary 19th, 1923, and with the tempera- 
ture lower than this, quite 
number the were 
killed while trees with green foliage 
were unhurt. 


1923 those that observed grove 
methods applied 1922 and results 
therefrom proceeded cultivate and 
fertilize their groves until Septem- 
ber, and some late October, 
thereby having their trees good 
green, though dormant, condition 
winter; while others discontinued cul- 
tivating the middle summer, 


let the trees turn yellow winter. 
This again gave observers oppor- 
tunity await and watch results, 
and which was put the test 
January 7th, 1924, that date 
the mercury played around above. 

Many statements, theories and isms 
were advanced how the trees 
stood the test, but not until late 
the spring did know just what had 
happened.

Florida Fruits and Flowers 
Bartow, 
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Potential Market for Fresh 
Fruits Scandinavia 


Consumption fresh fruit the 
Scandinavian countries has shown 
steady and marked increase during 
the last ten years according the 
Foodstuffs Division the Depart- 
ment Commerce. Fresh fruit was 
regarded article luxury even 
during the period before the war, 
ing more and more necessary 
the daily diet. This, taken con- 
junction with the fact that domesiic 
meet consumption demands, makes 
the Scandinavian market very at- 
tractive field for the fruit exporter. 

Climatic conditions prevailing 
these countries not 
growing and with 
sumption the dependence upon for- 
sources becoming greater. The 
importation fresh fruit into the 
three countries increased nearly. 300 
per cent during the period between 
1913 and 1923, that from less than 
55,000,000 pounds 1913 nearly 
150,000,000 pounds 1923. 

The bulk non-citrus fruits import- 
the Scandinavian countries con- 
sists apples and pears. Sweden 
with population 6,000,000 the 
most important consumer these 
fruits, importing during 1923 about 
10,000,000 kilos apples and nearly 
3,500,000 pears. (One kilo equals 
2.2 pounds). Denmark with popula- 
tion 3,500,000 ranks first per 
capita consumption fruit and 
very close second importation. 
1923 Denmark imported nearly 9,000,- 
000 kilos apples and 2,800,000 kilos 
pears. Norway with population 
2,600,000 imports yearly about 
000,000 kilos apples and pears. 
(Norwegian customs figures group 
imports apples and pears, that 
not possible give separate fig- 
ures). 

The United States plays leading 
part supplier apples these 
markets, both direct shipments from 
this country and the transhipment 
trade from great Britain and Central 
European countries. The share 
the United States the direct ship- 
ment trade apples Norway and 
Sweden has shown steady gain 
evidenced the fact 1913 
the United States supplied about 
per cent the apples imported into 
Sweden direct shipment, while

TRANSPORTING CITRUS 
FRUIT FROM PORTO RICO 


From the results four experi- 
mental trips, the United States De- 
partment Agriculture believes that

The canning grape-fruit 
come important side-line business 
the Exchange within the past year 
so, and other citrus fruit interests 
well, and good many the ex- 
periments conducted Mr. Walker 
have had with this phase the 
industry. Improved methods hand- 
ling this product and improvements 
equipment and its operation, pro- 
mise make canned grapefruit much 
more palatable and popular the fu- 
ture than has been the past. 


One interesting development the 
grapefruit canning industry, reports 
Mr. Walker, was the discovery that 
with weak solution lye the thin, 
bitter, white membrane which lo- 
cated between the pulp and the peel 
grapefruit can removed with lit- 
tle difficulty and with great speed ov- 
the old hand method. This method 
de-membraining said have been 
employed successfully with other fruit 
such peaches. Its use with grape- 
fruit was found greatly increase 
the output and actually improve 
the quality and delicacy the fin- 
ished product, besides giving long- 
keeping qualities. Improvements 
equipment and operation grape- 
fruit canneries developed result 
the study and research the lab- 
oratory make possible now build 
and equip first class plant al- 
most fraction the cost plants 
built two three years ago. 


There present enormous 
waste around grapefruit canneries. 
Approximately per cent the 
grapefruit consists peel, rag, core 
and seeds—all which present 
total loss, but every particle 
which either contains 
ments may manufactured into 


valuable products. the Eagle Lake 
cannery single season, according 
Walker, 4,654,500 pounds 
refuse was dumped. This could have 
been manufactured into nearly mil- 
lion pounds dried cattle feed; the 
peel would have produced million 
dollars worth pectin; and the re- 
fuse might have yielded probably an- 
other million dollars worth products 
such bitter glucosides, seed oils, 
acids, etc. 

The most obvious use for material 
stock feed. Many observations have 
been made showing that its fresh 
state this cannery refuse excel- 
lent animal feed. Piney woods cows 
and razor-back hogs grow fat and 
sleek from feeding the dump piles. 
Chemical analysis shows that has 
large food value, and believed 
that with the proper preparation and 
the addition probably little pro- 
portion cheap molasses make 
more palatable would form excel- 
lent and desirable animal feed the 
dry state, bringing good market 
price and proving profitable the 
manufacturer. 

Nearly per cent the whole

tains about 4.0 per cent, and other 
parts the fruit, well oranges, 
contain much pectin. 1922 alone 
there was sold the United States 
six million eight-ounce bottles con- 
centrated pectin solution, besides 
hundreds carloads put five- 
gallon cans. The eight-ounce size re- 
tails for cents. Assuming, however, 
average yield only per cent. 
the peel dumped Eagle Lake would 
have produced 55,854 pounds pure 
pectin, representing retail value 
million dollars. There are though

PRUNING PECAN TREES 
MAY PREVENT DISEASE 


Pruning effecive means 
controlling diseases the pecan tree. 
Dead wood harbors both insects and 
fungous diseases and should kept 
cut out the tree. Cut out and 
burn, the advice Dr, Burger, 
plant pathologist the Florida Ex- 
periment Station. 


Pruning should done before the 
leaves fall, soon thereafter 
possible. This enables the grower 
detect dead diseased twigs and 


branches which might easily 


looked after all leaves have fallen. 

Dead diseased parts the pecan 
tree should pruned well back into 
the healthy wood. Where large bran- 
ches are cut off the wounds should 
painted with some substance such 
bordeaux paste, grafting wax, 
bolineum paint which will pre- 
vent evaporation reinfection. 

pruning, cuts should made 
close the main branches that 
stubs will left. Stubs usually die 
back and offer opportunity for 
infection, provide easy places for the 
fungi harbor and live. All pruned 
parts should burned immediately 
destroy fungi and insects clinging 
the wood. 

Piling and burning the leaves that 
fall from the pecan tree advocated 
many growers, that kills the 
spores disease that may troub- 
ling the tree and its fruit. How- 
ever, this destroys much valuable hu- 
mus that the soil needs. Unless the 
trees are known very seriously 
infected disease, believed that 
satisfactory results will secured 
simply plowing the leaves under. 
The plowing should deep 
possible not cut too many roots. 


Farm machinery that taken care 
when not use and put good 
condition repairing and painting 
will last twice three times long. 

Plenty good pastures mean the 
best and cheapest feed for livestock.
